GENERAL  PROVISIONS  of  HEALTH  SERVICES  for  the  Area. 

The  slow  integration  of  the  Health  Services  continues.  Shortage 
of  beds,  though  less  acute,  is  still  a  major  factor.  The  queue  for  beds 
for  the  very  elderly  sick  is  pathetically  tragic  in  the  winter  months. 

There  is  definite  improvement  in  conditions  regarding  both  beds 
and  nurses  for  tuberculosis  cases. 

In  general  practice  the  bottle  of  medicine  still  seems  “  to  have  its 
ancient  power,”  and  the  love  of  the  same  is  as  significant  as  ever,  with 
the  addition  of  the  well-known  Phenobarbitone. 

There  is  no  question,  however,  that  the  more  general  use  of  the  new 
sulpha-drugs  and  anti-biotics  such  as  chloramphenicol,  strepto-mycin, 
terra-mycm,  as  well  as  penicillin,  is  having  a  markedly  beneficial  effect.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 


Infectious  Diseases 

The  trend  whereby  many  of  these  one-time  killer-diseases  are  shown 
to  be  diminishing,  both  in  their  incidence  and  in  their  danger  to  life 
continues.  We  had  only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  and  this  is 
a  disease  which  is  adequately  taken  care  of  by  the  sulpha  drugs  and 
penicillin. 

Measles.  Though  we  had  32  cases,  none  of  whom  was  admitted 
to  hospital;  we  had  no  deaths.  The  one-time  common  residual  complaints 
Otitis  Media  and  Bronchitis  are  now  countered  by  the  use  of  the  “  M 
&  B  ”  drugs  and  penicillin  in  the  early  stages  of  the  illness  and  so  these 
crippling  and  annoying  complications  are  avoided  entirely  or  in  very 
great  part. 

1  he  Common  Cold  seems  to  be  just  as  big  a  bane  as  ever,  but  his 
big  brother  Influenza  did  not  cause  a  single  death  in  the  district  in  the  year. 

Diphtheria  is  still  “  welcomed  by  its  absence.”  There  must  be  no 
let-up  in  the  immunisation  of  every  child  before  he  or  she  is  one  year 
old,  and  again  at  say  5  years  of  age.  This  must  be  stressed  over  and 
over  again. 

It  is  very  interesting  to  find  that  the  number  of  children  immunised 
at  clinics  dropped  from  69%  in  1947  to  49%  in  1950-51,  whereas  those 
done  at  the  family  doctor’s  surgery  have  increased  from  18%  in  1947 
to  39%  in  1950-51.  Moreover,  the  proportion  of  immunisations  for 
which  parents  paid  dropped  from  12%  in  1947  to  1%  in  1950-51. 

The  highest  percentage  of  immunisations  was  in  the  groups  with 
better  educated  mothers,  and  families  tended  to  be  immunised  as  a  whole, 
or  not  at  all.  The  latter  were  mostly  from  poor  households  and  from 
those  with  several  children. 

The  biggest  factor  however  seems  to  be  that  the  fear  of  diphtheria 
is  declining  and  the  success  of  immunisation  tends  to  accentuate  this 
fact.  Personal  persuasion  by  the  family  doctor,  district  nurse,  or  health 
visitor  seems  to  be  of  prime  importance. 

Housing 

We  are  slowly  catching  up  with  arrears  and  now  that  houses  can  be 
built  by  private  individuals  the  pace  will  be  accelerated.  The  biggest 
bug-bear  in  this  respect  is  the  high-cost  of  building.  It  is  certainly 
time  that  the  whole  question  of  rents  should  be  tackled  by  central  authority 
so  that  a  rental  which  will  allow  even  a  small  return  after  repairs  have 
been  made  will  accrue  to  the  ordinary  house-owner.  This  could  result 
in  saving  many  house-units  which  could  otherwise  become  slums  or  near¬ 
slums. 
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Geriatrics 

I  make  no  apology  for  returning  again  to  this  subject.  Man  is  living 
longer  and  is  surviving  the  killer  diseases  of  the  past,  but  he  is  still  subject 
to  wear  and  tear  which  shows  in  the  returns  of  vital  statistics.  Thus  no 
deaths  occurred  from  Influenza,  .9%  only  from  Pneumonia,  2.6%  from 
Tuberculosis  but  17.7%  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  33.6%  from  heart 
disease.  He  may  retire  at  65  and  be  a  misery  to  himself  and  to  those 
near  to  him  as  well  as  becoming  a  worry  to  the  National  Insurance  statis¬ 
tician  of  the  near  future.  As  the  proportion  of  young  to  older  folk  is  a 
diminishing  quantity  it  is  certain  that  we  must  presently  increase  the 
age  of  statutory  retirement  (as  is  being  done  voluntarily  by  many  old 
people  themselves  at  this  moment),  in  order  to  ensure  better  physical 
and  mental  health  of  the  old  people  and  solvency  for  the  Insurance  funds. 
Thus  we  shall  preserve  both  health  and  productive  capacity  for  the  nation. 
The  provision  of  hostels,  “  Half-way  Houses,”  is  imperative,  as  also  is 
the  necessity  for  every  incentive  to  be  given  to  the  younger  people  to  care 
for  and  nourish  their  elders  in  their  homes  to  avoid  adding  materially 
to  the  cost  of  the  health  and  welfare  services. 

In  conclusion,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  see  the  country  side 
getting  the  amenities  of  the  town  so  that  the  young  housewife  can  be 
content  to  remain  in  the  country  to  produce  that  extra  20%  of  food 
vitally  needed  to  feed  our  country. 

Once  more  I  wish  to  thank  your  Inspectors  and  Officers  for  all  their 
work  in  keeping  our  district  a  progressive  and  enlightened  one.
